Now that being true, the next thing that 
must be realized is that it takes thousands of men 
to produce all that great tonnage; that they re- 
celve good wages and that the money to pay them 
all comes from outside sources, from all over the 
world, and is therefore all new, fresh money to 
go into local circulation. The millions who ride 
in Pullman cars all over America contribute a few 
pennies of the charge to the Pullman Shops at 
Richmond. Thousands of freight trains and 
hundreds of tank ships are going out to every 
cérner of the earth laden with the various pro- 
ducts of the great Standard Oil plant in Rich- 
mond. These tank ships put in at China, Japan, 
India, South America, Africa. -everywhere on earth, 
and camels plow the sand of the foreign deserts 
with the bullhide pouches full of oi! made in Rich- 
mond, Caljfornia, the best town of its age extant. 
If you want these facts to come to you, just sit 
up all night, as a poor cuss of an editor has to 
do, and harken to the chug-chug of the long 
freight trains pulling out for all parts every few 
minutes through the long reaches of the night, 
over the Southern Pacific and the Santa Fe, and 
note the engines whistling for the crossings every 
two or three minutes and never stopping from 
gmae year. to another, Those thousands of long 
tfains ¢arryiig millions of cars, and those mil- 
lfons of cars are ladenwith billions of pounds of 
products of various kinds manufactured in Rich- 
mond.
